Fixed Reparations Rejected. 


Such progress was made by the 
Council of Four today, that by work- 
ing through Sunday it is hoped the 
reply to the German counter pro- 
posalis may be ready for delivery 
Monday. The Council has decided to 
refuse Germany's request that a 
fixed sum .for reparations be indi- 
cated in the treaty. 

It was sald in authoritative circles 
that the outlook for an agreement 
on the reply was more encouraging. 
It was considered certain that com- 
paratively few changes would be 
made in the text of the treaty. The 
reply will consist first of a short let- 
ter, answering Count von Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau's introduction, and 4 
long memorandum taking up all of 
the counter proposals. 

Premfer Paderewski of Poland ap- 
peared twice before the Council of 
Four yesterday to protest against the 
proposed plebiscite in Upper Silesia 
and suggested changes in the Polish, 
western frontier which, though com- 
paratively small in territorial area, 
were most important strategically 
and from the viewpoint of railway 
communication.

The Mexican Government is not ex- 


'pecting or seeking admission to th» 
league of nations, according to Jose 
T. Torres, private secretary to Gen. 
‘Candido Aguilar, former Secretary of 
‘the Department of Foreign Relations 
in the Republic of Mexico. Gen. 
Acuilar is on a diplomatic mission 
to Washington and is stopping at the 
Jefferson Hotel. He declined to be 
interviewed, but delegated his secre- 
tary to speak for him to newspaper 
reporters. 

(Gien. Aguilar is accompanied by his 
brother, Silvestre Aguilar, a wealthy 
coffee merchant and banker of Cor- 

Vera Cruz. His secretary, 
Torres, and Manuel A. Chavez are 
acting as secretaries of the mission. 
The party was met at Union Station 
upon its arrival yesterday afternoon 
by Edmundo E. ‘Martinez, Mexican 
Consul at St. Louis. 

Torres said that the nature of Gen. 
Aguilar’s errand is such that discus- 
sion of it for publication is out of 
the question.

‘alleged confiscation of foreign in- 
vestments was no confiscation at all. 
The Government merely seized prop- 
erty that had been acquired wrong- 
fully by private interests,-and that 
has been amicably adjusted.”
